Will Disposes of 
$17,500,000 Estate 


Late Founder of Big Mail 
Order House Leaves 
All Property to His 
Widow. 


One hundred and twenty-two words and 
each word worth $148,442.62. 

That is the length and worth of the will 
of the late Richard W. Sears, founder of 
Sears, Roebuck & Co., who died last 
month on his country estate at Wauke- 
sha, Wis. For conciseness and brevity 
the will establishes a record. It disposes 
of an estate of $17,500,000, 

Mrs. Anna L. Sears, the widow, is named 


of paper, was filed for probate yesterday 
in the County court at Waukegan, Iii. 
Judge Charies 8. Cutting represented Mrs. 
Sears at the proceeding. 


Here Is Will. 
The will, which was drawn up in Chi- 
cago on Nov. 18, 1911, follows: 

All of my estate, both real and per- 
sonal, wheresoever it may be at the 
time of my decease, and all rights, 
claims, and property, real, personal or 
mixed, and whether now held or here- 
after obtained by me, I do give, devise, 
and bequeath to my wife, Anna L. 
Sears of Chicago, Ill., absolutely, and I 
do hereby appoint her sole executrix of 
this, my will, and I will direct that she 
be exempt from giving any surety or 
sureties on her official bond as execu- 
trix, and it is my will that no bond or 
other securities or indemnities be re- 
quired of her for the faithful perform- 
ance of her duttes hereunder, either 
through any court proceedings or 
under any present or future law. 


Witnesses of Will. 

The document was witnessed by Arnold 
J. Lethan-and E. T. Boland. 

It was stated in court that the estate 
comprised $14,000,000 in personal prop- 
erty and $3,500,000 in real estate. Accord- 
ing to the law, the bond of executor or 
executrix must be twice the amount of 
the personal property. Therefore Mrs. 
Sears signed a bond for $28,000,000, for 
which she was not compelled to provide 
suréty, according to the terms of the will. 

The simplicity of Mr. Sears’ will is 
typical of the simplicity and unostenta- 
tiousness of his life. He was born in Min- 
neapolis in 1863, and began his career as 
a telegraph operator at Redwood Falis, 
Minn. He organized Sears, Roebuck & 
Co. in Minneapolis in 1890, and trans- 
ferred the business to Chicago in 1905. 
He retired from business in 1908 at the age 
of 45. At that time, it was estimated, he 
was worth $25,000,000. He announced 
that he intended to devote the rest of his 
life to his wife and four children on his 
model farm at Gray's Lake, Til,

SECRET $25,000,000 TRAIN 
GOES THROUGH ‘CHICAGO. 


Guarded in Three Steel Oars by 
Thirty Trusted Men—<Arrives at 
New York and Boston. 


A $25,000,000 train stopped in Chicago 
on Sunday for exactly forty-five minutes. 
It came unannounced and went away un- 
noticed except by a few high officials of 
the American Express company. Yester- 
day, after William Gourlay, assistant to 
the vice president of the company, re- 
ceived telegrame from New York and 
Boston, telling of the safe arrival of the 
shipments, the story of the fabulous 
transcontinental shipment was made pub- 
lic. :

The German official statement says 
further advances have been made by the 
kaiser’s troops near Ypres, and that Mes- 
sines has been recaptured.

The statement issued in Paris says the 
French have advamced between Dixmude 

and the Lys river, and that German as- 
saults near Arras, Lihons, and Le Ques- 
noy-en-Sauterre failed. Progress for the 
allies in the vicinity of Soissons is claimed 
and a German attack on the River Aisne 
failed. The German artillery which bom- 
barded St. Die is said to have been driven 
back, 


Battle Center Further South. 

The floods, the Belgian army, and the 
British fleet having barred their way 
southwestward along the coast the Ger- 
mans are now striking on a line stretch- 
ing from Ypres, in Belgium, to La Bassee, 
farther south, in France, but seemingly 
with no more success. 
The stubbornness of the fighting along 
this line may be gathered from the fact 
that the town of Messines, which the 
Germans how occupy, has been taken and 
retaken no less than four times since last 
Saturday, each time with enormous losses 
in killed or wounded. 
The belief is growing here, and it also 
has been expressed by those returning 
from Belgium, that the Germans are 
making a last effort to get through to 
the coast and that if it fails they will fall 
back to positions which they have pre- 
pared in central Belgium. 


Germans Well Pleased. 

A dispatch from Berlin received tonight 
by the Marconi Wireless Telegraph com- 
pany said: 

“The progress of the battle along the 
northern French front is regarded as 
highly favorable. A report that the 
French have been thrown back across the 
Aisne at a point near Soissons and that 
the operations have extended to the east- 
ern front around Verdun is considered 
the best news received from the front 
for some time. 

“Letters from the front describe the 
fighting between Nieuport and Ypres as 
probably the fiercest that has occurred 
since the opening of the war. The Ger- 
mans are said to have forced their way 
southward by repeated night attacks. 
The toll of death on both sides is great.” 


City of Ghent Isolated? 
Unofficial messages are more hopeful 
for the allies. One of these messages says 
Ghent is isolated from communication. 
This dispatch was sent by messenger to 
Sluis, Holland, by American Consul Gen- 
eral Henry Albert Johnson. 

The dispatch added that the American 
consul general had ordered the consulate 
at Ostend closed and had gone to Ghent. 
“It is reported,” a dispatch to the Am- 
sterdam Telegraaf from Sluis says, “‘ that 
the allies yesterday occupied Leffinghe, 
on the Ostend-Nieuport canal, which, if 
true, means that the Germans suffered a 
heavy defeat.”

British Warn Trade Vessels 
Germans Have Mined 
Entire Area.

LONDON, Nov. 2.—The entire North 
sea has been declared a military area 
and merchant vessels entering it will be 
exposed to the gravest dangers from the 
mines and from the warships which are 
searching vigilantly by night and day for 
suspicious craft. 

This action has been taken asa reply to 
the laying of mines by the Germans in 
the waters north of Ireland. 

The secretary of the admiralty tonight 
made the following announcement of the 
virtual closing of the North sea to traf- 
fic: 

“ During the last week the Germans 
have gcattered mines indiscriminately in 
the open sea on the main trade route from 
America to Liverpool via the north of Ire- 
land. 

** Peaceful merchant ships have already 
been blown up with loss of life by this 
agency. The White Star liner Olympic 
escaped disaster by pure good luck, ahd 
but for warnings given by British cruis- 
ers other British and neutral merchant 
and passenger vessels would have been 
destroyed. 


Masked as “Neutral” Ships. 

“These mines cannot have been laid 
by any German ship of war. 
been laid by some merchant veseel flying 
a neutral flag, which has come along the 
trade route as if for purposes of peaceful 
commerce and, while profiting to the 
full by the immunity enjoyed by neutral 
merchant ships, has wantonly and reck- 
lessly endangered the lives of all who 
travel the sea. 

**They therefore give notice that the 
whole of the North sea must be considered 
a military area. 

“All merchant and fishing vessels of 
every description are hereby warned of 
the dangers they encounter by entering 
this area, exceptin strict accordance with 
admiralty directions. Every effort will 
be made to convey this warning to neutral 
countries and to vessels on the sea, but 
from the fifth of November onwards the 
admiralty announces that all ships pass- 
ing a line drawn from the northern point 
of the Hebrides through the Faroe islands 
to Iceland do so at their own peril. 


Channel Route Recommended. 

** Ships of all countries wishing totrade 
to and from Norway, the Baltic, Den- 
mark, and Holland are advised to come, if 
inward bound, by the English channel 
and the Straits of Dover. There they will 
be given galling directions which will pass 
them eafely, so far as Great Britain is 
concerned, up the east coast of England 
to Farne island whence a safe route 
will, if possible, be given to Lindesnas 
lighthouse. 

‘‘ From this point they should turn north 
or south, according to their destination, 
keeping as near the coast as possible. 
The converse applies to vessels outward 
bound. 

‘*By strict adherence to these routes 
the commerce of all countries will be 
able to reach its destination In safety, so 
far as Great Britain is concerned, but any 
straying, even for a few miles, from the 
course thus indicated may be followed 
by fatal comsequences.”

Boston, Mass., Nov. 2.—Twenty princi- 
pals and seventy-five members of the cho- 
rus of the Metropolitan Opera company 
arrived from the European war zone by 
way of Naples on the steamer Canopic to- 
night.

Gatti-Casazza was 
gathering the party from the fighting 
countries.

BIG GERMAN SIEGE GUNS 
ON A NORTH SEA ISLAND. 


Huge Weapons’ of Warfare Placed 
on Borkum Land at the Mouth of 
the Ems, London Hears. 


LONDON, Nov, 2.—A Central News dis- 
patch from Amsterdam says that Ger- 
man 42 centimeter guns have been placed 
on Borkum island, in the North séa. 

Borkum island is the most southerly of 
a string of islands that skirt the German 
coast from Cuxhaven to the mouth of the 
Ems; these, with several islands owned 
by the Netherlands, constitute the Fri- 
sian group. 

The strategic value of Borkum island. 
which is six miles tn length and two miles 
wide, lies in the fact that it commande 


the estuary of the Ems and might per- 
haps be used as a submarine base and also 
in the defense of East Frisland, the dis- 
trict of Prussia which forme the north- 
westernmost corner of Hanover and of 
the German empire. 

German submarines are knowm to be 
operating along the southern shores of 
the North sea. 


NOBEL PRIZE TO HOLLAND. 


This Year’s Award, About $40,000 
to Aid Netherlands in Sup- 
porting Belgian Refugees. 


THE HAGUE, Netherlands, Nov. 2.— 
The Handelsblad of Amsterdam has pub- 
lished a report from Christiania, saying 
that the managers of the Nobel institute 
have decided to give this year’s peace 
prize, which amounts to about $40,000, to 
the Netherlands government, to be ap- 
plied toward the support of Belgian refu- 
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PETROGRAD, Nov. 2.~The following 
report from the general staff of the Rus- 
sian commander in chief was made public 
here tonight: 

"On the front in Wast Pruasis our 
troops have repulsed German attacks di- 
rected against Viadizlavoff, driven the 
enemy from the eastern edge of the Ro- 
minten forest, and advanced to the north 
of Lake Raigorod. 

“ Beyond the Vistula our troops con- 
tinue the offensive without being opposed. 
Only in the region of Opatow the Aus- 
trians attempted to resist us with con- 
siderable forces. They were repulsed. 
Beyond the Opatow river the Austrians 
hold a fortified position. 

‘‘ In Galicia on the San river our troops 
entered the village of Nisko, where fierce 
fighting took place. On the rest of the 
front the situation is virtually wun- 
changed,” 


Plan of Austro-German Retreat. 

The military correspondent of the 
Novoe Vremya, explaining the changing 
dispositions of the enemy's forces, says: 

“The Austrians are moving south and 
southwest toward the west Galician fron- 
tier and Cracow, while the Germans, re- 
treating from Warsaw, are falling back 
west and southwest toward the Silesian 
frontier. 

“ As the Russian troops from Warsaw 
and Novoe Georgiewsk follow the Ger- 
mans, the Russian East Prussia corps 
is moving in force on the regions north- 
west of Warsaw, covering Warsaw from 
the direction of Mlawa and occupying 
both banks of the Vistula below Warsaw. 

** German officers capturea near War- 
saw state that on account of the impas- 
sable condition of the rvads the Germans 
are following the double tracked rail- 
road from Warsaw to Czenstochowa 
through Skierniewice and Piotrkow. 

“The southern divisions are following 
the railway lines from Kielce toward 
Cracow, while the German extreme left, 
not in actual contact with the center but 
keeping In communication with it by 
‘flying * cavalry divisions, is moving west 
toward Kalisz.’’ 


Germans Plan New Campaign. 

BERLIN, Nov. 2.—Eventsa in Poland 
would appear to be shaping themselves 
for a renewal of the fighting bet'ween the 
main forces of Russia and the Austro- 
German allies. 

The Austrians and the Germane have 
completed their retirement te new posi- 
tions previously selected by them. When 
the vanguards of the Russians who were 
following them came into touch with this 
new line there were several encounters in 
which the Russians were driven off. 

The Austrians in southern Galicia have 
succeeded in crushing back the Russian 
left flank, which for several days had 
been making a desperate stand in care- 
fully prepared positions between Turka 
and Stary-Sambor. 


KAISER PREDICTS VICTORY 
IN SPEECH TO SOLDIERS. 


Tells Brandenburg Regiment That 
Enemy Will Be Defeated Under 
All Circumstances. 


"BERLIN, Nov. 2—In addressing the 
Brandenburg regiment in France recently, 
at a point behind the front, Emperor Wil- 
liam closed his speech with these words: 

** When the war is finished we should 
see each other again. Under all circum- 
stances the enemy will be beaten.”’ 

This information is conveyed in a letter 
received in Berlin from the front. 


SCOTCH TURN ON CARNEGIE. 


Mob Pelts Steel King’s Statue at 
Dunfermline Because of His 
Pro-German Stand. 


LONDON, Nov. 2.—A dispatch to a news 
agency from Dunfermline, Scotland, gays 
that local sentiment against Andrew Car- 
negie because of his alleged pro-German 
attitude is so strong that the statue of 
Mr. Carnegie, which was erected by the 
ctizens of his native town last June, was 
pelted by acowd.

Carranza Falls to Recognize 
Gutierrez, Named by the 
Peace Conference, 


El Paso, Tex., Nov. 2.—Mexico today 
is a republic with two presidents, 

One of them, Eulalio Gutierrez, named 
late yesterday at the Aguas Calientes 
conference, was elected to serve only 
twenty days, said to be the shortest term 
of office in the history of any republic. 

The other, Venustiano Carranza, now 
in power at the national capital, has not 
recognized Gutierrez as supplanting him 
as the choice of the convention of chiefs 
which previously had retired Carranza 
and Villa. 

Evidences tonight pointed to a renewa? 
of actual conflict between the Carranza 
and Villa factions. Both sides were said 
to have begun movement of troops. 


Zapatistas Yet to Vote. 

The short term of office accorded to Gu- 
tierrez was out of consideration for the 
delegates of Gen. Zapata, the southern 
chieftain, who had no vote in the con- 
vention for lack of authorization from 
their chief. Within the twenty days al- 
lotted it was expected that Zapata could 
arrange to allow his agents to vote. 

A message from the central bureau of 
information at Mexico City was given out 
by the consulate general's office here to- 
day as follows: 

*‘ As soon as the first chief was informed 
of the action of the Aguas Calientes con- 
vention he stated to the convention dele- 
gates that he was disposed to do as he 
had promised and give up his command 
and executive power as soon as the con- 
vention had fixed the form of provisional 
government and arranged for Zapata and 
Villa to give up command of their forces. 

‘“‘ Algo he asks that an explanation be 


mede to him of the motives which had 


impelled the convention to decide to ac- 
cept his resignation. 


Call Gutierrez “The Tiger.” 

Gen. Gutierrez is known throughout the 
Constitutionalist army as the “tiger of 
Conception del Oro,” from the little town 
between Saltillo and San Luis Potosi 
where he made his home. 

The Constitutionalists’ peace conven- 
tion has been in session at Aguas Calien- 
tes for nearly a month. Last night it 
accepted the resignation of Gen. Carranza 
as first chief of the Constitttionalist 
party. This resignation ‘was accepted 
unconditionally. Villa resigned at the 
same time from the command of the 
northern division of the army. 

It then became incumbent upon the con- 
vention to elect a provisional president. 
Its right so to act already has been ques- 
tioned in Mexico.

From the start the contest in Illinois 
has furnished a deal of excitement to the 
public, principally because of the can- 
didacy of Roger Sullivan for the senator- 
ship, and the unusually large number of 
old ‘guard Republicans,:including Uncle 


Joe Cannon, who are trying to ‘‘ come 
back.”’ 

One of the principal subjects of dispute 

in the campaign appears to be whether 
President Wilson admires Roger Sullivan 
and desires his election. Asthe voters go 
to the polls this question is still in a specu- 
lative stage. 

Summing up the attitude of the White 
House toward Sullivan, one finds that 
some high officials of the administration 
have supported Sullivan, that other high 
officials havé opposed' him, andithat Presi- 
dent Wilson has studiously avoided going 
on record either for or against the can- 
didate. 


Is a Remarkable Campaign. 

The election today is distinguished by 
many unusual features, and brings to a 
close one of the most remarkable polit- 
ical campaigns in American history. 
Never before have the neople beheld can- 
didates flor the United States senate, long 
the bulwark of corporation rule, going 
up and down the country intent upon win- 
ning the confidence of the voters, instead 
of manipulating legislatures. Never be- 
fore—in memory of this generation, 
at least—has a foreign war vrodmuced so 
profound an influence upon a political 
contest. 

In addition, the rivairy of the parties 
has been complicated by unusual local 
issues, such as hinge upon the liquor 
traffic, religious prejudice, enfranchise- 
ment 0? women, and the proposal of legis- 
lative reforms ranging all the way from 
the establishment of state insurance to 
tne abolition of the death penalty. 


Three Ring Attraction. 

Many of these unusual aspects de- 
veloped early in the campaign leading up 
to the first general plebiscite since the in- 
auguration of the Wilson administration.

Legislators are local officials 
in every sense. 

“No officeholder in the state performs 
duties which touch more Closely the very 
home life of the people. 

“The assemblyman may give or take 
away the children’s. playgrounds, their 
schools, and repeal the laws which safe- 
guard their health; he has the power to 
deny cities the right to establish tuber- 
culosis hospitals, to build municipal coli- 
seums, and to grant pensions to school 
teachers, policemen, and firemen. The 
legislator says whether or not a city shall 
have docks and harbors for its shipping, 
whether street cars shall traverse its 
streets, and fixes the periods and terms 
under which franchises may be granted

By one act 
the legislature may lower these salaries 
and forbid public officials pocketing the 
interest on public funds. 

“ With the enactment of the law pro- 
viding for the popular election of the 
United States senators the state legis- 
lature virtually has become a nonpolitical 
body, so far as its duties ‘are concerned. 
The people now may insist upon the elec- 
tion of legislators that will have for their 
sole purpose the enactment of laws de- 
sired by the citizens of the state. Po- 
litical considerations should be eliminated 
in selecting the assemblymen tomorrow.

Hoffman Demands {t's Sup- 
pression Because of Rap 
at His Office. 


MARY ERRORS OF FACT 


Criticism of several county officials is 
contained in “ A Study of Cook County,” 
issued yesterday. The pamphlet created 
a stir in the county building. Coroner Pe- 
ter M. Hoffman in effect demanded its 
suppression. It probably will be altered 
in some particulars. , 
The title page of the book conveys the 
impression that it was published by the 
county board. The ‘‘ copy ” was prepared 
under the direction of Miss Anna E. Nich- 
oles, secretary of the civil service com- 
mission. 

An introductory note by President A. A. 
McCormick says the study is dedicated to 
the voters with the hope of promoting 
“an intelligence among citizens concern- 
ing county problems that will prove a 
corrective and incentive to county offi- 
cials in the performance of their duties 
and that will demand progressive admin- 
istration.” 


What Roused Hoffman. 

Mr. Hoffman was incensed by the fol- 
lowing passage: 

*‘In the coronet’s office the most seri- 
ous need for reform is connected with 
the extensive use of ‘ professional ’ jurors 
in inquests, the universal traffic in jurors’ 
certificates, and the use of transcripts of 
evidence furnished by the public service 
corporations.’’ 

In another place there is this statement: 
“Ten clerks working for the ten ‘ out- 
side’ deputies * * * are paid largely 
from a traffic in jurors’ certificates.

NORTHUP GAINS VOTES. 


Thomas F. Scully, Hinky Dink’s cané@i- 
date for County judge, yesterday admitted 
he wrote the letter to the judges and 
clerks of election, promising to raise their 
pay if he should be elected judge and 
made head of the election machinery. 

Scully, whose direct money appeal to 
the custodians of the ballots astounded 
party managers and aroused a storm of 
indignation among independent voters, 
Says he sees no wrong in thus talking in 
financial termes in appealing to the elec- 
tion officials for their aid.

Northup Gains Votes. 

The publicity given the Scully letter in 
yesterday's TRIBUNB, meantime, gave 
new impetus to the movement among Pro- 
gressive party members to throw their 
support to John E. Northup and thus help 
to defeat Scully. 

From all parts of the city reports came 
in last night that there was a tidal wave 
among the rank and file of the Progres- 
sives toward Northup, the moving rea- 
gon being that a vote for Prentiss on the 
Progressive ticket would help Scully.

COMMAND OF THE ADRIATIC, 

When a few days ago an Italian marine put his 
foot on the wharf of the small town of Avlonea, in 
Albania, he may have turned the scale in which 
the destiny of Europe is now trembling. A tre- 
mendous weight for tlhe rough shod foot of an ob- 
secure individual, and worthy perhaps in history to 
be celebrated with the nose of Cleopatra, of which 
the great Pascal says in one of his epigrams: “ Had 
it been shorter the whole face of the earth would 
have been changed.” 3 

For the landing of marines at Aviona, or Valoaa, 
as the Italians call it, although described in diplo- 
matic euphemism as “a precautionary measure in 
view of the disturbed condition of Albania,” may 
draw Italy into the war, and Italy almost certainly 
would turn the scale for or against Germany. 

Where and what is Avlona and why should its 
occupation, suggest such all embracing conse 
quences ? 

Aviona is nearer the Italian shore than St. Jo- 
seph is to Chicago. That is the important thing 
about Aviona. Also it is the best harbor in Al- 
bania, but the fact that makes it of especial con- 
sequence to any power that holds it is its command 
of the Straits of Otranto, the narrow neck of the 
bottle which is the Adriatic sea. From Otranto, 
on the heel of the Italian boot, to Avlona, on the 
Albanian coast, is little more than forty miles. 
Avlona’s bay would harbor a squadron which would 
make the Adriatic a closed sea, a lake—lItalian, Aus- 
trian, Greek, according to the flag flying over that 
squadron.

the sale of milk from tuberculous cows—milk that 
is directly responsible for such afflictions ag hump- 
- back, hip disease, lameness, and various other forms 
of tuberculosis of the bone, and even pulmonary 
tuberculosis. 

The state of Illinois is not only forced to consume 
the contaminated and contaminating milk from its 
own tubercular cows, but the lack of legal restric- 
tions on the subject has actually made it the dump- 
ing ground for.tubercular and diseased cows. from 
half the states in the union. Thousands of Illinois, 
and especially of Chicago, infants are inoculated 
with disease and are having their vitality sapped by 
the very article that is supposed to be their sus- 
tenance in life—milk. The debilitating process in 
the child is ruthlessly begun at tae very threshold 
of life. 

What is responsible for this foisting of milk from 
diseased cattle upon a large part of the population 
of the state is a piece of stupid class legislation, 
known as the Shurtleff law and passed in 1911. 
There is only.one way to safeguard against mi!k

from diseased cows, and that is to have the cows 


put through a tuberculin test. The Shurtleff law 
prohibits any city, town, or village in this state from 
‘ requiring the dairymen who supply it with milk to 
submit their cattle to the tuberculosis test. The 
very right of the community, of the public at large,

BAD AIR IN CONGRESS. 

HE candidates for congress might as 
well understand that, if they are 
successful, they must work in ill 
ventilated halle. It is not thought, 
however, that this information will 

cause any candidate to withdraw, 

Last April the public health. service 
made a fairly complete examination of 
the air in the senate chamber and in the 
hall of the house of representatives. The 
results showed that the aenators and con- 
gressmen work under conditions which 
make for sleepiness, inattention, inabil- 
ity to coneentrate, headache, fatigue, and 
trritability. 


When Congressman Underwood is ac- 
cused of hearing a louder call, because 


he worked to have the tax taken from 
dope, calling it the “ poor man’s medi- 
cine,"’ he should reply by saying: 

**On investigation I find that the ther- 
mometer of the house registered 77.5; the 
hygrometer showed the relative humidity 
to be 20.

31. The highest temperature was 77.5; 
the lowest humidity 20. The air is pumped 
into the senate chamber through holes in 
the floor. An exhaust fan in the roof emp- 
ties the foul air from the chamber. The 
air in the exhaust duct is drier than that 
in the chamber. The senators, as air 
heaters, are more effective than as air 
moisteners. The human body contrib- 
utes both heat and moisture to the sur- 
rounding air. 

In the hall of the house the average tem- 
perature was 71 and the average humid- 
ity was 38. The highest temperature was 
77 and the lowest humidity was 26.

When one reads the report in the Heat- 
ing and Ventilating Magazine he notes 
that the high records for temperature are 
coupled with the low records for humid- 
ity. For this there are tworeasons. In 
the first place, as the heat increases the 
air can absorb more water, and, not get- 
ting it. the humidity drops. In the second 
place, no one can stand a temperature of 
77 unless the humidity ia very low. Con- 
versely, by raising the humidity to 50, the 
temperature can be dropped with com- 
fort to 65. 

The house alr is partially humidified 
before being introduced into the room. It 
will be noted that the house alr is cooler 
and moister than that of the senate.

BRICK YARDS, 

A brick manufacturer who wishes his 
name withheld sends us the attached let- 
ter. It shows that ae brickyard need not 
be a nuisance. If it is a nuisance it is be- 


cause the proprietors do not care. 


‘* My attention was drawn to your article of 
Oct. 12, 1914, headed, * Brickyards,’ also of 
Oct. 20, and ag I happen to be in that business, 
naturally I became interested. 

*‘ Brickyards according to my idea are 
@ nuisance only when the manufacturer does 
net attempt to remedy or abolish thia nuisance. 

‘We have expended a large sum of money 
and have given up considerable time in the 
last six years to solve this problem, and can 
now say that we have almost entirely ellmi- 
nated the emoke and fumes coming from the 
kilns. 

‘* We employ the open method of kilns, but 
we draw the amoke and the heat from the 
kiln by means of a steel hood running on rails 
above the kiln, and connecting with the main 
overhead duct, and paraliel with tracks, from 
where it is forced by a large blower into the 
dry kiln to dry our brick, after which it is 
pushed up through two stacks, each 160 feet 
high. The smoke from boilers also travels 
through dry kiln. 

** When the smoke leaves the stacks and 
mixes with the upper currents of air, there is 
little to be seen. 

“Our method of burning is also different 
from others, Instead of the old way of firing a 
kiln, thirty arches, all at one time, we apply 
our continuous system by starting to fire on 
one end of the kiln, and lighting one arch every 
four hours, and so on until we reach the other 
end. In this way there are continuously six 
arches burning, because when some are being 
lighted, others are cooling. Under the old 
system there would be thirty arches from 
which smoke would issue. 

** We do not think that our clayhole will ever 
be a drowning hole, or a city dump, as we are 
filling up with al) clean stuff almost as fast as 
we dig out the clay, and always keep the clay 
hole dry.’’

IUNT SERGIUS WITTE, former 
premier of Russia and principal 
plenipotentiary of the czar at the 
peace meeting at Portsmouth, N. 
H., which brought the war in 
Manchuria of nine years ago to a close, 
is once more in the official saddle after 
having long been kept aloof from the 


management of the affairs of the Russian 


nation. 
He has been appointed by his sovereign 


to the presidency of an imperial commis- 


sion which is determining the manner 


in which the present war is to be financed, 
and which has to a great extent super- 


‘geded the authority of Minister of Fin- 
ance Nicholas Bark. 


It was as chairman of this commission 
that Count Witte arranged for the receat 
issue of 6 per cent treasury bonds to the 
extent of $154,500,000, every cent of which 
was taken up in one day by the tankers 
and great merchants of Moscow before 
any of the other cities had an opportunity 
of securing some. 

Of course, this sum will not prove suf- 
ficient, and Count Witte is already mak- 
ing arrangements for a great nationil 
loan of $515,000,000, the success of which 
has already been assured by the leading 
banks and great merchant guilds of the 
empire,

The douma, at Count Witte's instance, 
has been convened in special session this 
week at Petrograd for the purpose of 
considering an increase in the income tax 
as one of the means of augmenting the 
revenue least onerous to the people of 
moderate and straitened means and also 
to discuss his project of converting salt 
into a governmental monopoly. 

This salt monopoly is likely to prove 
of immense advantage to the treasury, ali 
the more as the Russian government has 
taken possession of the immense salt 
mines in Austrian Poland, which are 
the biggest and richest in the world. 

The conversion of the production and 
sale of salt into a state monopoly will in 
nowise weigh heavily upon the people. 
The salt industry has long been under 
the control of certain syndicates, which 
have conducted it Without any regard for 
public interests and merely for the sako 
of enriching themselves. 

By the transformation of salt from 
what is virtually a private monopoly into 
a state monopoly the people will be abie 
to obtain this important necessity of 
everyday life at a far more reasonable 
rate than heretofore, and will be safe- 
guarded from any capricious increase in 
the price thereof—a price which hereto- 
fore has depended entirely upon the 
selfish requirements of the syndicates in 
control of its output and sale.

It may be remembered that a number 
of years ago the Russian government, 
finding that distillers, liquor dealers, and 
rings of capitalista were amassing colos- 
sal fortunes by the production and sale 
of vodka and other alcoholic stimulants, 
transformed the liquor industry and 
trade into a state monopoly, with the 
result that the quality of the liquor sold 
to the public was greatly improved, 
while the money derived therefrom ended 
by furnishing fully 35 per cent of the en- 
tire treasury receipts of the empire, 

‘True, the cheapening of the liquor and 
the improvement of its quality by the 
government had the effect of enormously 
augmenting its consumption, and conse- 
quently of increasing drunkenness to an 
alarming degree. 

It is this that caused Nicholas IT. a 
year ago to express his disapproval of 
a policy which had the effect of promot-

Much has been printed abroad about 
official corruption in Russia, and stories 
of great dignitaries of the realm, and, in- 
deed, of officials of every rank, enriching 
themselves by bribery, have always fourd 
a ready belief here in America, 

It may be therefore timely to point out 
that, although Count Sergius Witte has 
had abundant opportunity to amass not 
one but scores of fortunes during *he 
many years that he had charge of the 
Russian treasury as minister of finance 
and also afterward as premier, he always 
has remained relatively a poor man. 

Indeed, he has even been heavily in 
debt, and it was because last spring Em- 
peror Nicholas learned of Count Witte’s 
embarrassments that he made him, with- 
out any solicitation on the count’s part, a 
free gift from his privy purse of $257,500 
as a token of his appreciation of the fact 
that M. Witte had rendered great and 
disinterested services to his sovereign 
and to his country.

Lord Monck’s eldest son and heir, Capt. 
the Hon. Charies Stanley Monck, whose 
name figures in the list of officers killed 
in France while fighting the Germans, 
held a commission in the Coldstream 
guards, to which his father and so many 
other members of his family have be- 
longed.

NEW FEDERAL RESERVE 
BANKS. 

Chicago, Oct. 28.—[To the Friend of the 
People. |—I am desirous of obtaining some 
information regarding the new central 
distributing bank which is to be located 
in Chicago. Can an individual ora firm 
do business with this bank? For instance, 
can I borrow money on good security on 
my note, or must I negotiate my loan as 
heretofore through my own bank? Will 
the rate of interest be materially smaller 
after this new bank is established?

The new federal reserve banks, one of which 
will be established in this city, are banks for 
banks. By which I mean that banks only 
which are members of the Federal Reserve 
association can deposit or do business with 
these banks. Individuals cannot, therefore, 
either deposit or borrow money direct from 
them. As to whether the rate of interest will 
be lower when this new bank is established, 
will say that rates of interest are governed by 
the same principle that governs the prices of 
all other commodities and things—i. e.: the 
law of supply and demand is supreme, ané 
whether or not interest rates are lower than 
they have heretofore been will depend upon the 
supply of money. The plan as covered by 
the law is not calculated to lower the norma) 
or reasonable rates which have heretofore pre- 
vailed, but rather it is expected that the new 
system will stableize rates through giving to 
the banks an ability to rediscount their cus- 
tomers’ paper, and thereby giving to the public 
the assurance that credit to the extent of alj 
reasonable requirements will be obtainable, 
which probably will prevent as wide a fluctua- 
tion in interest rates as has heretofore pre- 
vailed at different times.

Dunn had stood all day long by a court- 
room window, exposing to the view of 
the jury only hig white hair and bowed 
shoulders, At a point in Assistant State's 
Attorney Rossa's charge, the old man, 
who had for some minutes been sitting 
looking at the jurors, suddenly keeled 
over and had to be helped to his feet. 
He went to the window again and wept 
until Judge Foster ordered a short recess. 
Col. Bill Hartley, who used to punctuate 
book sales to placid old ladies with visits 
to pretty young girls and who described 
his adventures with both so divertingly 
in letters to ‘‘ Friend Jim” Farmer, sat 
all day with drooping mustaches and 
fled soon after the verdict was announced.

Washington, D. C., Noy. 2.—[Special.]— 
As a result of charges that his incom- 

petency has cost the government $20,000,- 
000, Deputy Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue Speer may be removed by Sec- 
retary McAdoo of the treasury depart- 
ment. 
The charges were preferred by, Vice 
President Marshall. Senators Kern and 
Shively of Indiana joined the vice presi- 
dent in making them. At their sugges- 
tion Secretary McAdoo appointed a com- 
mission to investigate the income tax 
division, of which Speer is in charge. 
It is understood that its report will show 
incompetency on the part of Speer. 
When the income tax returns were 
made public, a difference of $30,000,000 
was shown between the actual collec- 
tions and the department's estimates, as 
prepared by the deputy commissioner. 
Secretary McAdoo excused this tremen- 
dous ‘miscalculation on the ground that 
there were thousands of dodgers scat- 
tered throughout the country, 
Soon after the passage of the tariff law 
Vice President Marshall and Senator 
Kern obtained the appointment of an 
Indianan by the name of Alexander in 
the income tax division. Alexander and 
Speer were never able to get along to- 
wether. Speer tried to force Alexander 
te resign. 
The Indianan went to his sponsors and 
informed them he was prepared to show 
that Speer was incompetent and that his 
incompetency had cost the government 
at least $20,000,000. They immediately 
took the matter up with Secretary Mc- 
Adoo, who ordered an investigation. Be- 
cause of his familiarity with the work 
Alexander was put in charge of the in- 
quiry.

Prof. Stagg went to the Midway in 1892, 
when the university was founded, and 
has held a place at the head of athletics 
ever since. He is ranked as a full pro-

Some Favorite Recipes. 


HE charm,of the generous booklet, 
“Some More Good Things to Hat,”’ 
compuled by Mrs. Helen Ruggles, is 
that it contains so many recipes 
dear to the heart of housewives of 

today. The first division contains ‘* Some 
Beginnings and Beverages,” among 
which are the following: 

Oyster Cocktail—To one pint of tomato 
catsup and the juice of two large lemons 
a third of a cup of cider vinegar, one- 
fourth teaspoon of salt, a little paprika, 
and a few drops of tabasco sauce. Mix 
thoroughly and chill before serving, using 
two or three tablespoons to each glass. 
Select small oysters and look over care- 
fully to remove bits of shell. Keepina 
cold place until ready to use and do not 
mix oysters with sauce until serving time. 

Mulled Grape Juice—To one pint of 
grape juice add one cup of water and half 
a cup of cassia buds, or several pieces of 
stick cinnamon. Heat in a double boiler 
half an hour. Strain and serve very hot 
ag firet course in luncheon.

Here are other recifes that home cooks 
are looking for: 

Creole Hash—Put through a chopper six 
raw potatoes, two onions, three or four 
green peppers and two large tomatoes. 
Melt four tablespoons of butter in frying 
pan, add the vegetables and cook until 
potatoes are nearly done; keep covered 
and stir frequently, and add a little stock 
or water as it becomesdry. Now addtwo 
cups of chopped meat—cold roast beef 
preferred—and season weil with salt and 
Worcestershire sauce. Serve very hot | 
with points of toast. 

Potatoes Finnegan.—This homely dish 
is a combination of potatoes, carrots, and 
cream sauce—made in the proportion ofa 
quart of potato cubes, freshly boiled, a 
cupful of finely cut carrot, and a pint of 
milk thickened with four tablespoons 
each of butter and flour. Season with 
salt, white pepper, and a little onion juice, 
if liked. Mix all thoroughly end serve 


very hot. Chopped parsley sprinkled over 


the top improves the appearance.

Café Parfait.—To a cup of strong coffee ) 


add half a cup of sugar and two beaten 
yolks of eggs. Cook thisin a double boiler 
until thickened, then strain and cool, 
Whip one pint of cream until stiff and 
drain off any liquid which remains; mix 
this gently with the coffee and place in a 
mold. Cover closely, binding the edge of 
the lid with a greased cloth. Pack as for 
ice cream, allowing it to stand about 
three hours. Remove carefully to chilled 
platter, surround with whipped cream, 
sweetened and flavored, and garnish with 
brandied cherries. 


‘Mocha an@ Burnt Almond Frosting.— 
Cream one-half cup of butter with one 
and a half cups of powdered sugar, and 
work into this sufficient strong coffee to 
Spread easily, Cover one layer of cake, 
place the other over it, and spread frost- 
ing over entire cake. Have ready blanched 
almonds, well dried, browned in oven and 
chopped fine, and sprinkle over the cake, 
or decorate top with candied fruits and 
use nuts on sides only. Fruit juices or 
melted chocolate may be used to flavor 
frosting in the same way. Whipped 
cream, sweetened and flavored with cara- 
mel made of one-third cup browned sugar 
and same quantity of coffee, simmered to- 
gether, make a delicious cake filling or 
charlotte.

There was some profit taking by longson 
the swells, just as there was a great deal 
of absorption on resting orders on the 
early decline. Some of the cash concerns 
bought wheat freely, a few buying De- 
cember and selling May. 

There was no doubt among some of the 
larger houses that a considerable busi- 
ness is going on for export. New York 
wired at least ten loads were sold via the 
gulf and advices from Winnipeg reported 
@ good export business doing there. 


Foresee Good Export Demand. 

There seems to be no question in the 
minds of the-best authorities but that 
furope will take the wheat of this coun- 
try all the time, because she has to have 
it, and it is only the large primary re- 
ceipts that check a sharp advance. It 
Was argued that should these receipts 
drop off materially, it is highly probable 
the market will respond sharply to the 
European situation. 

Primary receipts were 8,071,000 _ bu, 
@gainst 1,738,000 bu last year. Export 
Clearances were 1,380,000 bu, and included 
266,000 bu bonded Canadian wheat. The 
visible supply increased 2,773,000 bu last 
week and the total is now 65,922,000 bu, 
as against 55,105,000 bu a yearago. The 
Canadian visible decreased 2,309,000 bu 
and the total of 21.728,000 bu compares 
With 18,585,000 bu last year. 

Supplies on ocean passage were 280,000 
bu larger than the preceding week and 
now total 30,480,000 bu, against 28,936,000 
bu last year. The world’s shpments last 
week were 10,274,000 bu, as compared with 
10,552,000 bu a year ago. Cash sales were 
15,000 bu and estimated cars for today 693.

Capital expenditures for equipment purchased 
during the year aggregated $9,187,.448.00, due 
mainly to the acquisition of new rolling stock 
under the equipment trust of 1918.

Ss. F.—The Union Savings association of 
Sioux Falls operates on a national basis. 
Its published reports and some recent 
statements to members of the condition of 
their accounts indicate that much money 
ig being used in expenses, leaving hardly 
‘enough for dividends. The advertising 
of the association seems to promise 12 
per cent dividends, but officials of the as- 
sociation say that it takes “ at least 120 
monthly payments to fully mature the 
stock at the rate of 58 cents a share a 
month.” A share is matured when month- 
ly payments and dividends amount to 
$100. If 120 payments are made the pay- 
ments amount to $69.60 and the dividends 
to $30.40, or an interest rate of between 
8 and 9 per cent.. Members borrowing 
money from the association pay 10 per 
cent interest and amortize the principal 
by taking participating shares and carry- 
ing them to maturity. Thus ft appears 
they pay a higher rate on their loan than 
they get on their sinking fund.

F.W.: Since the old Bankers’ Life as- 
sociation became the Bankers’ Life com- 
pany in 1911 it has issued only legal re- 
serve policies. As there are no young 
men joining the assessment branch of 
the business, it is certain that the aver- 
age age of the holders of assessment poli- 
cies is increasing, and the death rate 
among these policy holders is certain to 
increase.

Live stock trade at Chicago yesterday 
was greatly un cttled by conflicting quar- 
antine orders from government officials. 
The first of these orders, emanating from 
state officials, forbade all outward move- 
iment of live stock. This mandate meant 
that the market would be deprived of out- 
left 
without competition to contend with, 
started in to raid prices. The result was 
a sharp break in values of all live stock. 

Trading at the reduced rates had scarce- 
ly started, however, when federal officials 
stepped’ into the limelight by notifying 
railroads not to accept any live stock for 
the Chicago market and to divert all stock 
in transit for the Chicago market to some 
other slaughtering point. This caused 
packers to look upon the situation in a 
different light, ag it led them to believe no 
more cattle, hogs, or sheep would be on | 
sale here for some time to come. 


Packers Rush to Buy. 

Then packers dropped their indifferent 
attitude and each one sought to get as 
much of the supply at hand as he could, 
raising bids without hesitancy and pay- 
ing the sellers’ own prices in most in- 
stances. During this time the bulk of the 
cattle, hogs, and sheep received found an 
outlet at higher prices than were obtain- 
able at the close last week. 

Still later in the day traders were in- 
formed that a third change had been 
made in the quarantine restrictions to 
the effect that railroads wou'd be per- 
mitted to accept live stock for the+Chl-

Chicago Banks Give $12,000,- 
000 for Government Loans. 


APPEAL TO OTHER CITIES. 


Still Need $8,000,000 to Make Up 
Share of Reserve District. 


Chicago banks have promptly sub- 
acribed $12,000,000 to the cotton loan fund, 
being their proportion of the $20,000,000 
proportioned ‘to the banks of the Chicago 
federal reserve district. The subscrip- 
tions were made on the basis of 7% per 
cent of capital and surplus. The subscrip- 
tions, however, are open to individuals 
and corporations as well as to banks. 

The special committee of the Clearing 
House association, of which F. H. Raw- 
son is chairman, was pleased at the quick 
responses to the committee's request. 
Practically the entire $12,000,000 was sub- 


Appeals to Outside Bankers. 

Chairman Rawson notified the Clear- 
ing House association in the district of 
the subscription made here, and in a let- 
der concerning the $135,000,000 fund to 
be raised sent out the following an- 
nouncement to banks in other cities of the 
district: 

““ The New York banks have subscribed 
$50,000,000 toward this pool, providing 
that the banks in the country situated in 
the states other than the cotton produc- 
ing states raise at least a like amount 
The federal reserve board has requested 
the Chicago clearing house to raise from 
federal reserve district No. 7 as its pro- 
portion $20,000,008. This includes state 
banks as well as national banks. Sub- 
scriptions may also be taken from indi- 
viduals, firms, or corporations. This 
amount means approximately 7% per cent 
of the capital, surplus, and undivided 
profits of all of the state and national 
banks in this federal reserve district. 
Under this plan Chicago's share ig $12,- 
000,000, which amount has beem gsub- 
scribed. 

“The total subscription of the banks 
in your city on this basis is § Wwe 
will ask you to obtain subscriptions from 
your members on this basis and report 
as soon as possible to the chairman of 
the undersigned committee, care of the 
Chicago clearing house.” 


McAdoo Urges Completing Fund. 

Meanwhile there was received by Prest- 
dent Rawson of the clearing house asso- 
clation from Secretary of the Treasury 
McAdoo the following telegram urging 
the necessity for ralsing the entire fund: 

*‘ Please let me impress upon you the 
following consideration about the cotton 
situation—namely: that it is imperatfve in 
the interest of the commerce industry and 
well being of the people of this country, 
financial and otherwise, that the pro- 
posed cotton loan fund shall be immedi- 
ately subscribed. I earnestly hope that 
the banks in your clearing house associe- 
tion will promptly subscribe the allotment 
of class A certificates which has been
